package tying machine does 


The Bunn Package Tying Machine automatically ties 
packages and bundles—regardless of shape—that can 
be tied by hand. It wraps the twine around the pack¬ 
age to the proper tension, ties the twine into a non¬ 
slip, double-loop knot and then cuts the twine. The 
operator simply places the material to be tied in 
position and steps on a foot trip. The machine does 
the rest. 

The principal advantages of this machine are its 
speed and uniform tightness of the tie. With the 
Bunn Package Tying Machine, you tie the average 
package in less than 2 seconds—a speed as much as 
10 times faster than hand tying. The Bunn knot is tight 
and secure . . . uses less twine than a hand knot. . . 
and discourages tampering because it cannot be 
duplicated by hand tying. 

Another outstanding feature of the Bunn Package 
Tying Machine is the way it adjusts automatically to 
handle packages successively of varying sizes and 
shapes. It makes no difference if the first package 
is a large box, the second a small bundle of soft 
goods, the third an odd-shaped product or carton. 
On each, the machine automatically compensates for 
the different twine lengths and tensions needed. 
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1. operator places the 

material to be tied on a 
table that's waist-high. No 
special guides or aligning 
devices are needed. 


3. machine Ties the pack¬ 
age by means of a re¬ 
volving arm that carries 
twine around the package. 
Twine length is adjusted 
automatically. 



2. operator steps on a 
convenient foot trip. This 
starts the tying operation, 
which is completed in less 
than 2 seconds. 


4. operator turns the 
package when tying in 
both directions is desired. 
This is called "cross-tying" 
and requires only 1 knot.

The Bunn machine rolls easily on 
heavy duty casters. No trouble moving 
it from one location to another. The 
standard model requires only 3 square 
feet of floor space. The operating 
area is waist-high.

There is no need to hire extra hand 
tyers for peak or RUSH loads. The 
speedy Bunn machine transforms 
package tying from a "bottleneck" 
into a "pacesetter" for the rest of your 
packaging operation.

A single-phase, Va HP electric motor 
provides all the power needed for the 
Bunn machine. And the machine 
plugs into any 110 AC* outlet. 
Electric power requirements are 
minute.

precision knot saves twine 

The drawing at the left shows the 
neat, tight character of a Bunn knot 
in actual size. This unique knot saves 
in 2 ways. (1) The amount of twine 
used for knotting is always the same. 
Hand tyers often vary widely on this.. 
(2) The cord is cut close to the 
knot. These two improvements save 
from 10 to 30% on twine costs. 


safe and pleasant operation 

The arm guard and slip clutch on 
each machine insures safety. And 
Bunn-tying is quick and clean . . . 
without any of the difficulties 
associated with sticky or rigid 
materials for closing packages. 





adjusts automatically to 
varying packages 

Change the size and shape of pack¬ 
ages as you will. And vary your 
sequence feeding them to the ma¬ 
chine. It makes absolutely no differ¬ 
ence. The Bunn machine automatically 
compensates and always uses the 
minimum amount of twine applied 
with the right tension for each 
package.

The arm carries the twine 
around once and the knot is 
formed. Practical for small, 
light packages only. 


Double Wrap 
ONE WAY 

Two wraps in one direction 
with one knot. Ideal for 
general use. 



Triple Wrap 
ONE WAY 


Double Wrap 
CROSS TIE 


Triple Wrap 
CROSS TIE 


Three wraps in one direc¬ 
tion with one knot; where 
extreme tension and 
strength are required. 


One wrap in each direction 
with only one knot. 


One wrap in one direction; 
two wraps in other direc¬ 
tion—with only one knot.

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16” MACHINE 

This standard model finds uses 
in many types of organizations. 
It easily handles such varied 
bundles as parcel post, cake 
boxes, shoe boxes, sausage 
boxes, sliced bacon boxes, 
catalogs, magazines, etc. A 
smaller version—the 10" Machine 
—is also available. 


20” LAUNDRY MACHINE 

This model is extensively used for 
tying light chip-board cartons 
containing finished shirts. It can 
also be used for such flat-work 
bundles as linen towels wrapped in 
paper. A larger version, the 23" 
machine, is available as a standard 
machine for family wash bundles. 



34” SET-UP BOX MACHINE 
(low base) 

This model ties individual telescope 
boxes into bundles. It makes a 
double wrap one way around the 
bundle. Its ability to reduce bundling 
costs has made this a very popular 
model in the set-up box field. 


SLANT FRAME SINGLE 

This model is used primarily by 
corrugated box manufacturers on 
large bundles that have width but 
not great height. The slant frame 
lets the twine arm traverse the 
entire width of the package. The 
"single" denotes one machine. 



ROLL TOWEL TANDEM 

This model ties roll towels at two 
different places. It prevents tangling 
of one roll with another when the 
rolls are being washed. Previously, 
the rolls had to be tied by hand with 
the aid of a special device to assist 
the operator in making the hand tie. 


23” TOBACCO MODEL 
(low base) 

The height of the table is lower 
than normal on this model. Since 
tobacco and drug wholesalers ship 
packages of many sizes and shapes 
on the same order, this low height 
speeds up the stacking and tying 
of packages at the machine. 




MEAT ROLL MODEL 

Adjusts automatically to handle 
meat rolls up to 12" in diameter. 
Makes single wraps and ties 
around the roll as many times 
as needed, spaced as desired. 

The ideal machine for tying rolled 
meats of all types, rounds, roasts, etc. 


NEWSPAPER TYING 

Ties any size newspaper roll or 
bundle—machine adjusts auto¬ 
matically to bundle size. Has 
strong, snug tie with slip-proof 
knot. Machine produces neat, tight 
bundles that don't break open in 
rough handling. 
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f AS T SERVICE —Bunn Tying Machines are built to serve for years 
with little or no maintenance other than the ordinary care given to 
any piece of precision machinery.

“Sunday morning the tying mechanism went out of kilter. 

Joe Kenney of the circulation department sent the part 
needing repair by air express to Chicago on Monday after¬ 
noon. By late Wednesday afternoon, the repaired part was 
back in Casper and the machine was bundling comic strips 
for the next Sunday’s paper.”
